REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the thorough examination of the application. 
No new matter is believed to be added to the application by this Amendment. 

Entry Of Amendment 

Entry of this Amendment under 37 C.F.R. §1.116 is respectfully requested 
because it cancels a claim and places the application in condition for allowance. 

Status Of The Claims 

Upon entry of this Amendment, claim 1-8 and 10-18 are pending in the 
application. Claims 10-12 have been withdrawn from consideration by the Examiner. 
This Amendment cancels allowable claim 9 and incorporates its subject matter into 
claim 1. Allowable claim 18 has been amended to stand as in independent claim by 
incorporating the subject matter of claim 1 . Claims 3 and 4 have been amended to 
better set forth the invention being claimed. Claims 13-16 have been amended to not 
depend upon a canceled claim. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 3 and 4 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112 as being indefinite. 
Applicant traverses. 

At paragraph 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner asserts that claims 3 and 4 are 
indefinite by reciting a moment of inertia outside of the range set forth in the base claim. 
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The Examiner's comments have been considered. Claims 3 and 4 have been amended 
to recite a moment of inertia encompassed by the base claim. Claims 3 and 4 are thus 
clear, definite and have full antecedent basis. 

This rejection is overcome and withdrawal thereof is respectfully requested. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 5103(a) 

Claims 1-8 and 17 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being obvious 
over JP 2000-210398 in view of Stites (U.S. Patent 5,935,020) Applicant traverses. 

Allowable claim 9 as been canceled and its subject matter has been incorporated 
into claim 1 . Claims 9 was free of this rejection over JP 2000-210398 in view of Stites, 
and thus claim 1 and its dependent claims are now instantly allowable over this 
combination of references. 

This rejection is overcome and withdrawal thereof is respectfully requested. 

Rejoinder 

The Examiner has withdrawn claims 10-12 from consideration. However, claims 
10-12 are each dependent upon claim 1, which is now instantly allowable. As a result, 
there is no burden placed upon the Examiner to rejoin and allow claims 10-12. The 
Examiner is thus respectfully requested to rejoin claims 10-12 and place these claims in 
condition for allowance.
